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PLO Test 
Looms in 
Voting on 
West Bank

BETHLEHEM, Jan. 2 (WP).— 
Coming elections for 24 munici~ 
pal councils on the Israeli-occu- 
pled West Bank of the Jordan 
River may be used by the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization to 
demonstrate jis strength among 
residents of what the PLO calls 
its home territory. 

According to reliable sources 
here, the PLO is urging its West 
Bank sympathizers to run for 
office in the municipal elections, 
the second to be held under 
Teraeli rule. 

The first, four years ago, were 
boycotted by the PLO, but the 
voter turnout then exceeded that 
of elections that hed been held 
in the erex under Jordanian 
rule. 

In reply to a reporter's ques- 
tion, Israeli Defense Minister 
Shimon Peres indicated that the 
occupying Israeli authorities 
would not prevent PLO-backed 
candidates from running in the 
elections, which are expected to 
be held in March or early in 
April. 

“We cannot prevent any can- 
Aidste from participating in the 
elections 85 long as he abides 
Be ene election rules,” Mr. Peres 


Women May Get Vote 

The elections may involve, for 
the first time in this Arab terri- 
tory, participation by women. 
Ysraeli authorities are consider- 
ing giving them the right to 
yote. This move has apparently 
won the support of almost all 
Arab political groupings on the 
West Bank. 

The Jordanian government is 
also reportediy interested in the 
‘West Bank elections and will 
support candidates friendly to 
King Hussein. Some of the in- 
cumbent West Bank mayors are 
known to be supporters of the 
Jordanian government. 

The elections may thus test 
the Israeli contention that Yas- 
sir Arafat, the leader of the PLO, 
does not speak for the majority 
of the inhabitants of the West

The Audience as a War Tribunal

ONDON. Jan, 2 ‘IHT).—There 
no doubt that Barry Collins's 
“Judgement.” as acted br Colin 
Blakely at the National Theatre, 
is a tour de foree The ques 
tion 5 whether this two-and-a- 
helt bour monologue, played 
without an intermission. is any- 
thing more. 

Mr. Collins based his play on 
8 true incident during World Wer 
TI. Same Russian prisoners were 
abandoned, locked in a cellar, by 
their German captors. Two of 
them survived. by killing and 
eating their companions, But the 
experience sent them mad. When 
they were rescued by the advanc- 
img Soviet Army. the two were 
tirst fed and then shot. Their 
execution, wrote George Steiner 
who mentions this cautionary 
tale in his “The Death of 
Tragedy.’ was to prevent the 
soldiers seting “to what abjec- 
tion their former officers had 
been reduced.” 

In “Judgement” the audience 
is forced into the role of a 
tribuna} listening io the defense 
of Vukhov, an officer who has 
survived being locked in ἃ 
cellar with seven companions for 
more than 60 days. One of 15 
companions has also lived but has 
been judged mad. 

‘The others were killed, their 
flesh eaten and their blood 
drunk. The men drew lots to 
decide the order of their death, 
although one killed himself after 
the first had been suffocated br 
the rest. Vukhov brings to the 
tribunal what he calls “a silent 
witness.” the sharpened thigh 
bone of one of his companions.

Tripp's “The Homosexual Matrix” 
shatters many more of them— 
indeed that this book may be the 
most important to appear on the 
subject since “Sexual Behavior in 
the Human Male” was published 
over 8. quarter-century ago. So, 
even though “The Homosexual 
Matrix” was published two months 
ago, I recently got it off the - 
shelf and took 8 Took at it,

point. If we can believe what 
Mr, Tripp, a psychologist and 
practicing psychotherapist, has to 
say, “The Homosexual Matrix” 
should go a long way toward 
clearing up persisting misconcep- 
tions and promoting an atmo- 
Sphere of greater tolerance (whose 
present much-celebrated manifes- 
tations are merely superficial, ac- 
cording to Mr. Tripp). 


For instance, says Mr. Tripp, the 
rate of homosexuality is not in- 
creasing, nor is it likely to do so 
in the future. It only seems that 
way as our society grows older 
and slightly more liberal in its 
views, For instance, argues Mr. 
Tripp, contrary to popular think- 
ing. inversion and homosexuality 
are by no means synonymous: It 
is common for two male lovers 
both to be masculine (or two 
lesbians ‘to be feminine), just as 
it is not unusual for heterosexual 
lovers to reverse their sex roles. 
And 8. homosexual subculture is 
just about as likely to exist in 
small provincial towns as in large 
metropolifan areas; so the cliché 
of the young Midwesterner seek- 
ing love in the big clty is mis- 
leading.
